Tun. change of Government that has 
just taken place in France is characte- 
ristio of the people of that country, We 
learn one day that the President of the 
Republic refuses to accede. to certain 
proposed changes’ in the command of 
army corpa, and a few houra afterwards 
the intelligonce ‘is fleshed that a new 
President haa been elected by o large 
majority. Marshal MacMahon had com. 
pleted five out of his seven’ years’ term 
of office in Novembor last, and it would 
probably bave-been botter for the country 
had he-finished his full period of service. 
Frequent changes of government cap 
scarcely per eo be of any benefit to a 
nation, Like now brooms they may 
result in ¢lean steaping for a time, but 
they are utterly futal to the immense 
advantages in an administration of ex- 
perience and smoothness of working, It 
is true that the late President of the 
Republic has enjoyed a respectable term 
of office, Few governments in England 
manage to hold office for a longer period 
than five years, but the man under 
whose presidency France bas enjoyed 
five years of perfect repose, has succeeded. 
in paying off the milliards to Germany, 
and has been raised from ruin to pros- 
perity, might have been well allowed to 
hold the reins of power for the two re- 
maining years of the term for which he 
was elected, It. would seem from a 
telegram extracted from the Indian 
papers and published inanother column 
that the military commanders whom 
Marshal: MacMahon refused” to super 
pode were regarded aa “ anti-Republican,” 

M. Jules Grévy is probably the best 
man that could be found. among the 
statesmen of France at the present mo- 
ment to suoceed the worthy -Marabal, 
The late President, however, was 4 
soldier, while M, Jules Grévy is an ad- 
yocate—which appears to be the~profes- 
gion of most of the existing, leading, 
statesmen of the country. More demo 
cratic-probably than the Marshal, who 
was suspected of having monarchist 
tendencies, M, Grévy does not descend 
lower than Radicalism. As President: 
of the National Assembly in 1871 and 
1872 he distinguished himself by’ the 
judgment and calmnoas he displayed in 
presiding .over the excited debates 
that occasionally ocourred during, that 
period, and in‘ the discharge of the 
other duties of hia office, . Gambet- 
ta, who hos been elected Preside 
ent of the. Chamber of -eputies, isa 
man of far less moderation than the 


‘newly elected President of the Republic. 


An advocate like M, Grévy, he was 
the daring and energetic statesman, 
to whom Franco. has to thank for the 
prolongation: of the struggle with the 
German hosts after the beleaguring of 
Paris, Escaping from.thnt city fn a 
balloon, Gambetta proceeded to Tours, 
qhote lie assumed the direotion of affairs, 
and advocated war @ Voutrantce againab 
the Germans, He urged the people to 
continued resistance, and raised the ariny 
of the Loire, making’ almost incredible 
arertions to realise bis dream of driving
